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General Wade’s Bridge. Is a very substantial and 
ornate structure of five arches, the middle one having a 
span of sixty feet. It was built by General Wade in 1733 
as part of the great military road connecting Stirling 
with Inverness. The “ Black Watch ” Monument close by, 
was erected in Queen Victoria’s jubilee year 1887 to com¬ 
memorate the embodiment of the Black Watch (Royal 
Highlanders) which took place here in the year 1740. 
On the north side of the road is the Aberfeldy Golf 
Course—9 Holes. 
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
